in their arduous task. We believe that it lies within the 
power of parents and guardians to make a very good school 
of little or no benefit, or by co-operating and sympathizing 
with the teacher, may make what would otherwise be of an 
inferior quality, a very good one. 


Parents should also exhibit a livelier interest in the wel- - 
fare of our common schools, by visiting them more gener- 
ally and judging for themselves how their money is spent, 
and of the character of the schools. There are but few 
parents who are unable to spend a part of a day once or 
twice during each term,in visiting the school. Should 
they do so, we are sure it would awaken a livelier interest 
in the school— stimulate pupils to greater effort and a bet- 
ter deportment, and spur on the teacher to a. more faithful 
discharge of his duty. 

Should our people exhibit as much interest in their 
schools, as they do in other matters of far less importance, 
we should not long be wanting in any requisite to make our 
schools what they should be in every respect. If parents 
are indifferent about their school, and lack ambition, they . 
may expect that their scholars will be indifferent, teachers 
will be less ambitious and a general apathy will take the 
place of an earnest zeal. 

Another evidence of this want of interest in schools 
through the town, is seen in the miserably constructed, in- 
convenient, uncomfortabie, disfigured and disgraceful school 
rooms to which children are sent for instruction. 

Unless a child be comfortably, nay, pleasantly located, 
unless ke has a pleasant place for study, he will not bend 
his mind to hard study. But sucha luxury as a pleasant 
school room has not fallen to but few ot the children of this 
town to enjoy. The school houses of the town of Salisbury 
reflect but a precious small share of honor upon the inhabi- 
tants. Some of them are a disgrace to any civilized peo- 
ple. Prudential Committees should be more particular in

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the selection of teachers, they should endeavor to obtain 
those of the first class, and after securing them, see that 
they have the required certificate before commencing school, 
as it is almost a universal practice that they commence 
without first procuring one which is not in compliance with 
the laws of our common schools. 


DISTRIC’ NUMBER ONE, (South Road.) 


There were three terms in this district, under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Mary E. Smith. Length of Summer term, 8 
weeks ; Fall term, 8 weeks; Winter term, 12 weeks. 
Whole number of scholars in attendance: Summer term, 
24: Fall, 34; Winter, 87. Average attendance, Summer, 
19; Fall, 22; Winter, 30. Wages per month including 
board, Summer and Fall, $28; Winter, $32. Miss Smith 
possesses many rare qualifications as a successful and ac- 
complished teacher, and being one of ability and experience 
and her former connection with this school, enabled her to 
apply herself succesfully to its best interest, the results of 
which was visibly seen at the closing examination. The 
several classes showed a marked improvement, and in the 
redding and spelling classes, it was evident that no pains 
had been spared to make her scholars readers and spellers 
of the first order, which is deserving of much praise. Her 
noted success is well known and appreciated in this dis- 
trict as her services have been secured for several successive 
terms and she well sustained her former reputation. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 'TWO, (Center Road.) 


Summer term, Miss Drucilla Blaisdell, teacher. Length 
of term 15 weeks; number of scholars, 30 ; average attend- 
ance 24. Wages per month, 28. Miss Blaisdell being a 
teacher of great experience and acquainted with the condi- 
tion of the school, she was prepared to impart such instruc- 
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tion as was best adapted to its wants, and we do not hesitate 
to say that the general proficiency in the several branches 
taught, was highly satisfactory, and especially in reading 
and geography, marked improvement was made. In her 
report, she says: ‘‘ I can cheerfully commend these scholars 
for their efforts this term to be punctual, obedient and _ stu- 
dious. She registers -he names of ten, who have not been © 
absent one half day.” 


Winter term, Miss Kate L. Robie, of Bristol, teacher. 
Length of term, 9 weeks; whole number of scholars, 36 ; 
average attendance 30. Wages per month, $28. Miss 
Robie is a teacher of experience, and is mild and unassum- 
ing in her manners, quiet and affectionate in disposition, 
therefore she was not prepared to encounter with such tur- 
bulent and repulsive spirits as she found in the possession 
of the large boys in this school. At our first visit, we found 
itin a disorderly and confused condition, and the commit- 
tee recommended that order and discipline should be the 
first branches taught, but at the final examination, it was 
evident that little or no improvement had been made, and 
this great existing evil is detrimental to the prosperity of 
any school. It is the desire of the committee, that the pa- 
rents may appreciate all the beneficial results of this school. 

She reports, that “‘o female teacher should ever unepr- 
take to teach this school in the winter. If I had known 
what it was before | commenced the term, not any thing 
would have induced me to even attempt to teach it. A part 
of the scholars intend to do wrong and make all the trouble 
possible. And a few persons who send no children, persist 
in meddling with the affairs of the school, and if they can, 
make the school more difficult than it would otherwise be, 
do so. Others send their children there to do as they please 
and if they are punished, are angry. Some of the scholars 
learned well, others, all they learned was just what they 
were obliged to.”

DISTRICT NUMBER THREB, (Sawyers.) 


Summer term, Miss Mattie Calef, teacher. Length of 
term, 6 weeks; number of scholars 13; average attendance 
11. Wages per mouth, $20. Miss C. entered this school 
with but little experience, yet she seemed at home in the 
School room, and her method of discipline, though mild, 
was worthy of emulation. There are some good scholars in 
this district, and Miss Calef succeeded in winning their con- 
fidence and respect, and uniting their efforts with hers ren- 
dered this school, both profitable and interesting. Compo- 
sitions and recitations reflect credit to the scholars, an d the 
examination was of unusual interest. She reports her 
scholars to have been orderly and obedient—all seemed in- 
terested in their studies and made fair improvement. Reg- 
ister perfect. . 

Winter term is under the instruction of Miss Drucilla 
Blaisdell. Wages per month, (board given) $22. Whole 
number of scholars in the district, 20. This school is in 
session and was visited at close of the seventh week ; it ap- 
peared well, the scholars are very regular in attendance, or- 
derly and studious and seemed to appreciate the favor of 
having such a faithful and energetic teacher. Miss Blais- 
dell brings to the school-room practical instruction, and im- 
parts it in a manner readily to be comprehended, thus ena- 
bling her pupils to apply their book knowledge understand- 
ingly and secure to them a profitable term of school. The 
reading and spelling classes were of special interest. In the 
opinion of your committee, the district are fortunate in se- 
curing the services of Miss Blaisdell, whose reputation is so 
well known that she needs very few commendations. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR, (Scribner’s.) 


The first term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Nellie A. 
Sargent of Hopkinton. Number of scholars 10; average 
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attendance 9. Wages per month, board given, $12. Miss 
Sargent entered this schoo] with experience. She possesses 
ability and applies herself understandingly to the cultiva- 
tion of the minds of her pupils. The discipline of her school 
was of the first order and the teacher labored earnestly for 
the benefit of the school and with good results. 

A thoroughness in recitations was manifested which is 
seldom surpassed, consequently a marked improvement was 
made. 

The best class in National Arithmetic that we have in 
town. The scholars should be commended for their pune- 
tuality, as a number of them were not absent through the 
term, and there were but twelve instances of tardiness. Reg- 
ister perfect. | 

Winter term was taught by Miss Armenia J. Hadley of 
Andover. Length of term, 12 weeks; number of scholars 
17; average attendance 16. Wages per month, board giv- 
en, $16. This was Miss Hadley’s first effort in this direc- 
tion and being a clear and thorough scholar, and having the 
faculty of imparting knowledge, she succeeded in a manner 
deserving of much praise. At our last visit, the school ap. 
peared well and the several classes made commendable pro- 
gress, more particularly in grammar and analysis. Read 
ing classes were deserving of much credit. ‘* She commends 
her scholars for being punctual in attendance, well behaved 
and studious. The progress has not been as marked as 
might be desirable in all branches; in grammar, the pro- 
rgess was good.” Register perfect. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE, (North Road.) 


Hattie N. Thompson, of Sanbornton taught the Summer 
term. Length of term, 8 weeks, number of Scholars, 13; 
average attendance, 10. Wages per month, $19. At our 
visits to this school, we found it in a restless and disorderly 
condition. Too much whispering. The teacher seem-

ed ambitious to have her scholars show a rapid advance- 
ment in their studies. We think that she attempted too much 
without a due regard to theroughness of instruction. There 
are some good scholars here who are deserving of much 
credit for the advancement made, under the circumstances. 
Reading fair; analysis too much neglected. It is evident 
the tea cher understood well the art of preparing her school 
for examination. Each scholar knew their work for the day? 
beyond this, their knowledge was limited. The dialogues 
and recitations witnessed by a number of the parents were 
interesting. Register perfect. 

Winter term. Mr. Joseph O. Kelley of Franklin, teacher. 
Length of term, 7 weeks; number of scholars, 9; average 
attendance, 9. Wages per month, $30 60. It was Mr. 
Kelley’s first attempt in teaching and he possesses a highly 
cultivated intellect and applies himself to the art of instruc- 
tion in a manner which would be creditable to older and 
more experienced teachers. Mr. K. seemed to realize what 
was worth doing at all was worth doing well, as it was not 
his aim to see how many pages his scholars could advance, 
but that they might know and understand thoroughly all 
they attempted. The classes in arithmetic are worthy of 
praise, a well drilled class in grammar and analysis ; also 
a class in algebra and latin. Order commendable. Regis- 
ter perfect. 

The teacher reports, ‘ although my first attempt at teach- 
ing, the term has been a pleasant one. I have tried to do 
my duty with impartiality and if I have failed, it has been 
unknown by me. The scholars, most of them have been 
anxious to learn and have I think made very good advance- 
ment.” 


DISTRICT NUMBER SIX, (Mills.) 


The Summer term of 8 weeks and the Winter term of 8 
weeks, were taught by Miss Lizzie Brooks of Wilmot ; num- 
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ber of scholars first term, 13; average attendance, 12; 
number of scholars second term, 18; average attendance, 14. 
Summer term, wages per month, $20. Winter term, $24. 
On our first visit to this school, we had reason to doubt as 
to its success, but at our last visit, the change was of a laud- 
able character and proved, in an eminent degree, a prosper- 


ousterm. Miss B. is a good disciplinarian, as good order - 


and stillness were the prevailing features, which we consider 
worthy of much praise in this school. The winter term was 
equally profitable and the committee was pleased to find 
another orderly and well managed school which is credita- 
ble to both teacher and scholars.
